While you may think that .4% is not a
significant difference, however, every Native American vote is an important vote when
complying with the Voting Rights Act, where it is necessary to satisfy the standard of Native
American electing candidates of their choice. RECOMMENDATIONS: 1) Add the land area
west of Winslow north of I-40 so that the LD6 boundary is along 1-40; 2) add the Hopi trust
lands along Coconino and Navajo county line in Winslow to LD6; 3) tweak the Flagstaff area to
further reduce the deviation to -5%, with the purpose of raising the NAVAP to 57.6% at the
minimum.

Regarding the discussion about the fairness of CD 12.1 : if we look at a probabilistic model
from planscore, it pretty well supports the argument Commissioner Lerner is making. There is a
very low probability of having the D's get 6 districts - something between the Rs getting 5 and 6
is the most probable. Chair Neuberg's repeated comments that the constitutional criteria do not
include the partisan share of legislative and congressional seats. However, particularly since
many of the criteria are quite subjective (what is a COI?), having a significant imbalance is a
red flag that should direct us to carefully examine the vote shares in each district, which does
directly correspond to one of the few criteria where numerical definitions have been
determined.

In the CD map, for instance, which is the initial point of conversation this morning, one reason
for the shift in partisan share is the change in district 2 from within the 7% range to outside of
that range. It's true that a .9% change might seem small, but given a modest R lean to begin
with, this reduction in competitiveness was enough to move the likely outcomes significantly.
This is matched by planscore's probabilistic model, which significantly shows reduced
competitiveness for this district.

| continue to be very upset that the IRC has strayed from the Voting Rights Act priorities of
Equal Population, Compact and Contiguous, Communities of Interest, districts bordered by
Visible Geographic Features, County Boundaries, etc. INSTEAD... You have chosen to
continue to bend to the will of the Latino/Native American Coalition's top priority of Competitive
Districts to the detriment of the other five higher priorities. Rural Arizona is a minority
population and needs a voice at the State Legislature. As | watched the Commission meeting
on Sunday afternoon, Com Workman stated that if Flagstaff was in the Tribal District 6 they
would not be able to elect a Native American in the primary. Com, Mehl replied that he had run
the numbers and if Flagstaff was in the district, the NA would have 80% of the vote and
Flagstaff would have only 20%, therefore, they could elect a NA candidate to the Democrat
primary. Also, Com Workman complained there were 22 tribes and they only have 6 in their
district. | highly urge you to put Flagstaff back into District 6 and let all of the White Mountain
Communities be in LD 7 along with Williams, Gila Co. the Copper Corridor and a bit of Pinal
County like the 12.1.1 version showed. This radical power hungry group has screwed up the
whole rest of the state just like they did in 2011 when they promoted competitive districts over
the other VRA priorities.

At the December 17th meeting, one of Commissioner’s York’s change requests was to move
the community of Liberty, which is near Buckeye, from the Latino majority-minority VRA district
of LD23 to the safe Republic district of LD25. Jeremy Duda of the “Arizona Mirror” tweeted that
moving Liberty from LD23 to LD24, moves GOP State Senator Kerr from a Democratic district
into a Republican one.

One of the three national experts who presented to the Arizona Independent Redistricting
Committee regarding measures of competitiveness was Dr. Samuel Wang of Princeton
University. Dr. Wang created the Princeton Gerrymandering Project which, among other things,
has developed a well-respected method to score proposed redistricting maps for their fairness,
competitiveness and partisan bias.

Princeton scored the draft maps that the IRC published October 28th before the 30 public
comment period. The scores were published the day after the draft maps were finalized. Both
the congressional and legislative draft maps received an “A” for partisan fairness. The
Congressional map, 7.1, was scored to have a 5.6% partisan bias towards republicans. The LD
map, 10.0, had a 3.3% partisan bias towards republicans. Both of the draft maps received the
grade of “C” for competitiveness with the congressional map having only three of nine
competitive districts and the legislative map having only five of thirty competitive districts.

The IRC then had 30 days of hearings to receive public input on their draft maps. Hundreds of
concerned citizens testified in favor of increasing the number of fair and competitive districts in
both the congressional map and the legislative map. The number of witnesses supporting fair
and competitive maps were roughly six times those who disfavored competitive districts.

Instead of heeding the overwhelming public call for fair and competitive maps, the IRC is
currently engaged in a partisan exercise to create unfair and non-competitive maps. Their
changes to the draft maps have not focused on fairness but have been designed to create the
maximum amount of partisan bias in favor of the republican party.

The Princeton Gerrymandering Project has scored their most recent maps as of December 20,
2021. Specifically, they scored two maps, CD 11.1 and LD 15.0. Both maps have gone
backwards from the draft maps according to Princeton’s scoring. The republican bias on the
legislative map has more than doubled to 6.7%. Not surprisingly, the partisan bias grade has
been lowered to a “B” from an “A”. There are fewer competitive districts (down to four from five
out of thirty on the LD side). The number of county splits has increased and the compactness
scores have gone down. This is a worse map according to nearly every criteria Princeton
employs. The congressional map now has only two districts that are rated competitive under
Princeton’s scoring. | requested Princeton score CD map 12.1 which was adopted by the IRC.
Based on Timmons’ competitive data analysis, | am sure map 12.1 is a step in the wrong
direction.

The Commission is constitutionally required
to consider: 1) equal population; 2) geographic compactness and contiguousness; 3)
boundaries that respect communities of interest; 4) use of visible geographic features (city/town
or county boundaries); and 5) competitive districts, in drawing legislative districts.

The Town understands that the maps will be complete by the end of this December and writes
to urge the District to consider final adjustments to the maps to ensure Wickenburg remains
united politically.

Independent Redistricting Commission ("Commission"} is charged with determining said
reapportionment for congressional and legislative representation within the State of Arizona,
and

WHEREAS, article 4, Part 2, Section 1 of the Arizona Constitution requires the commission to
draw new district boundaries in a grid-like pattern across the state that must comply with the
United States Constitution and Voting Rights Act, and to the extent practicable, accommodate
the following five goals: 1) equal population; 2) geographic compactness and contiguousness;
3) boundaries that must respect "communities of interest"; 4) use of visible geographic features
such as Town, town and county boundaries; and 5) favor the creation of competitive districts
without significant detriment to the other goals; and

WHEREAS, the Commission intends to adopt final maps in December 2021; and

WHEREAS, Wickenburg has more connections to the West Valley and Maricopa County than
to areas West of town; and

WHEREAS, the Town of Wickenburg objects to the division of its rural community which is both
a community of interest and appropriate to keep together due to its size, interest, and
boundaries.

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF

THE TOWN OF WICKENBURG, ARIZONA, that Town of Wickenburg urges the Commission
to establish legislative representation of Wickenburg as a united and undivided district in
political representation and asks the Commission to adjust the maps to keep Wickenburg
together, using the Town's municipal planning area as depicted in Exhibit A, as guidance for
boundaries.

Commissioner Neuberg has interjected comments at several points during today's discussion
that she is concerned that the debate has taken a partisan direction and that that is in some
way contrary to the constitutional criteria that should be under consideration.

It should be noted that, although Proposition 106 strove to take politics out of the process to
decide district boundaries, it did not entirely remove that influence. Politics still enters the
picture in the way commissioners are selected as well as the inclusion of the Competitiveness
criteria. You can't discuss Competitiveness without discussing the role of politics in elections.
As such, it doesn't make sense to expect politics and the balancing of the potential influence of
the major parties within districts to be off the table during deliberations. The voters anticipated
this discussion and set the direction in Proposition 106 toward "fair and competitive" (not safe)
districts. They knew this was vital to the health of democracy in the state. They intended it to
be one of the factors - on par with the others - to be considered when drawing boundaries. So
if they are to give a full hearing on ALL the criteria, the commissioners must address the
partisan implications of drawing districts.

| would also note the qualifier at the end of the Compromise clause: "where to do so would
create no significant detriment to the other goals". The word "significant" is key here. It does
NOT say that the other criteria must be adhered to completely before the boundaries of a
district can be adjusted to increase Competitiveness. While avoiding the division of
Communities of Interest is also a goal (and a worthy one), like other goals it may not be entirely
achievable, and sometimes they will have to be split in order to comply with or strike a
reasonable balance with other goals - including Competitiveness.

The challenge is to find the point where an insistence on Competitiveness causes the goal of
keeping Communities of Interest intact to suffer a SIGNIFICANT detriment. Where is that point
of significance? Does failing to respect a Community of Interest comprised of a shopping mall
and neighboring entertainment district constitute a significant detriment that warrants changing
the Competitiveness of an entire district from "competitive" to "safe" for either party?

Unfortunately, the focus on using Communities of Interest as THE organizing force around
deciding district boundaries rather than trying to balance the criteria (ALL the criteria) has led
you to maps that will have disastrous consequences for the welfare of our citizens and the
future of democracy in Arizona (and possibly the nation).

This is exactly the opposite of what the voters expected of this commission and is a complete
abrogation of your responsibilities to the people. You owe us an explanation of just how it was
you came to be so far from our vision and hopes.

| agree with Chair Neuberg that the estimates of vote spread should not be taken as accurate
measures, given the sparsity of data used to calculate those estimates and the crudity of the
model; in fact | have commented on this both in public hearings and in these comments. That
being said, there are certainly very significant changes that have taken place since the CD draft
map was approved, and they have tended away from a competitive map. Probably the most
egregious of these changes was in CD8, which had roughly a 4% vote spread in the draft map;
the vote spread is now over 15%. This level of difference is highly unlikely to be due to noise in
the modeling.

| think that as a practical matter, smaller competitiveness ranges should have been chosen
(such as 2% for highly competitive, 4% for competitive), since in general it is hard for anyone
from the minority party to win for anything larger than a 4% expected gap. For that reason |
have sympathy for Commissioner Lerner's expression of her views. But | do understand that
the AIRC adopted the broader criterion, as well as the simple average (as opposed to
something that actually estimates the statistical relationship between statewide elections and
district ones, like planscore). Maybe in 2031 we can do a better job ...
